Is A Wanderer” and “I Know Where

With the songs picked, the arrange- 
ments made and the record cut, the 
next hurdle was getting it promoted 
and publicized. Five percent of the 
thousands of albums Vanguard cut in 
th. “first edition” went to record re- 
viewers and dise jockeys all over the 
United States. Shannon made many 
personal appearances on radio and TV 
— on Steve Allen’s show. Mitch Miller’s 
show and others — to plug the album. 


Shannon Bolin may still not be the 
most familiar name of the new re- 
cording artists, but through her un- 
usual approach to her album, “Rare 
Wine,” and the recognition she is re- 
ceiving from critics and record-buyers 
alike who go for the “unusual” and 
different, it shouldn’t be long before 
her name is on the lips of “pop” record 
fans everywhere.
